The increase in wholesale prices shown by the index 
number for all articles for the month of October, 1931, 
as compared with the index for the preceding month, 
records a break in the continuous decline in prices 
which had occurred, month by month, since October, 
1929. The average for October is equal to the average 
ior May of the current year and higher than those for 
the intervening months. 

Interest in the movement of commodity prices since 
September 21, when the sale of gold by the Bank of 
England at a statutory price ceased to be obligatory, 
has suggested that this movement should be measured 
at shorter intervals than the calendar month which has 
isually been the period covered by the Board of Trade 
index number. A direct comparison with prices ruling 
u the period immediately prior to September 21 may 
be of particular interest. Index numbers have, accord- 
ingly, been compiled for the period from September 21 
to the end of the month, and for the four weekly periods 
ended October 10, 17, 24 and 31. Results are shown 
in the following table for the groups of food and indus- 
trlal materials, the base period being September 1-19 : —

24 


(mainly due to lower prices for meat and fish) and that 
in the last week of the month they were, on average, 
about 6 per cent. higher than in the first three weeks 


of September.

It will be seen in the above table that, with one ex- 
ception, viz., meat and fish, each of the groups show 
increased averages in October as compared with the 
previous month, the most noticeable feature being the 
advances in the price of cereals of 10-3 per cent., and of 
‘other metals and minerals ’’ (mainly non-ferrous 
metals) of 11-3 per cent. 


As compared with a year earlier, the group averages, 
with one exception, viz., coal, all show reductions, the 
principal decreases recorded being for meat and fish 
(15-6 per cent.), cotton (11-9 per cent.), and miscel- 
laneous industrial materials (14-4 per cent.). 


A comparison of the 150 price averages for October 
with those relating to September shows 96 increases 
and 19 decreases, the 53 articles of food accounting for 
03 of the former and 16 of the latter. Of the 33 in- 
creases in food prices, 12 were of less than 5 per cent., 
6 were between 5 and 10 per cent., 7 were between 10 
and 15 per cent., 3 were between 15 and 2U per cent., 
4 were between 20 and 25 per cent., while 1 (English 
wheat) was nearly 29 per cent. Of the 16 decreases, 
8 were of less than 5 per cent., 7 were between 5 and 
10 per cent., and 1 (coconut oil) of nearly 13 per 
cent. ‘The averages for industrial materials show 63 
increases and 3 decreases; 15 of the former were of less 
than 5 per cent., 28 were between 5 and 10 per cent., 
12 were between 10 and 15 per cent., 5 were between 
15 and 20 per cent., 2 were of between 20 and 25 per 
cent., and 1 (quinine sulphate) of 28 per cent. The 
three decreases were each of less than 5 per cent. 


MOVEMENT OF ComMopitTy PRICES 


The table on page 597 shows the average monthly 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included 
in the index. 


A summary of the 150 commodities for which price 
quotations are included in the compilation of the index, 
together with the composition of the 8 groups to which 
they then related, appeared in the “* B.T.J.’’ of April 
24, 1930 (page 551). It should be noted, however, that 
separate index numbers have since been compiled for 
coal and for wool, and these items are, therefore, no 
longer included in the respective groups of ‘‘ other 
metals and minerals ’’ and ‘‘ other textiles.’’ There 
are now 10 groups for which separate index numbers 
are compiled, and the number of items included in each 
of these groups is shown in the preceding table. 

In regard to cereals, the largest variations in the 
averages of the quotations for October, as compared 
with those for September, were increases of about 29 
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per cent. in the ‘‘ Gazette Average ’’ price of English 
wheat, of about 17 per cent. in the spot price at Liver- 
pool of yellow La Plata maize, and of 15 per cent. in 
the price of Manitoba wheat, No. 2 Northern descrip. 
tion, ex-ship, London. The averages of the quotations 
for straight-run flour, ex-mill, London, showed an 
increase of nearly 8 per cent. 

In the “‘ meat ’’ group, Danish bacon was cheaper 
by 4s. ld. per cwt., or about 6 per cent., while Irish 
bacon was slightly dearer. Scotch beef and New 
Zealand lamb were from 2 to 3 per cent. cheaper, and 
Knglish mutton was cheaper by nearly 7 per cent, 
(6s. 6d. per cwt.). Among ‘“‘ other foods,’’ New 
Zealand butter and Danish butter were dearer by nearly 
7 per cent. (8s. per ewt.) and about 4 per cent. (5s. per 
cwt.) respectively. Sugar, Tate’s cubes, London, was 
dearer by about 4 per cent., and the average price of 
Indian tea at the London auctions increased by about 
5 per cent. (4d. per lb.). Cheddar cheese, Ist Bristol, 
was cheaper by about 5 per cent. (4s. 9d. per cwt.) in 
October than in September. 


Of the items of industrial materials which are in- 
cluded in the table, the quotations for pig iron, wrought 
iron, steel angles and steel rails remained Unchanged. 
Other descriptions of steel were, however, considerably 
dearer, tinplate and sheet bars, galvanised corrugated 
sheets, 24-g., and tinplates, coke, I.C., showing aver- 
age increases in price of from 7 to 9 per cent. House- 
hold coal (Nottingham best brights) was dearer by 
7 per cent. (1s. 7d. per ton) and Durham gas coal was 
dearer by about 2 per cent. Among non-ferrous metals, 
electrolytic copper, English lead, Straits tin, and zine, 
ordinary spelter, were all dearer, the increase in the 
averages of the quotations ranging from 10 to nearly 
16 per cent. Increases in price were recorded for all the 
items included in the textile groups, the most notice- 
able being for American raw cotton (15-5 per cent.), 
Kgyptian raw cotton (14:3 per cent.), wool tops in oil, 
merino (15:3 per cent.), wool tops in oil, crossbred 
Colonial, carded (21-7 per cent.), and raw hemp, Manila 
(14-7 per cent.). Of the miscellaneous industrial com- 
modities included in the table, leather (ox and heifer 
hides 70/79 Ibs.), and English glass were dearer by 
about 5 per cent., and rubber showed an increased 
average price for the month of nearly 15 per cent. 


Items not included in the table.—With regard to the 
commodities whose prices are used in the compilation 
of the index, but quotations for which are not shown in 
the accompanying table, the principal seasonal varia- 
tions in the food groups were increases for Danish and 
Irish eggs of about 15 and 11 per cent. respectively. 
Rosafé wheat (spot price at Liverpool), imported flour 
(at Glasgow) and Plate cats (Ianded London) were 
dearer by about 20 per cent., and Californian malting 
barley and household flour (at Norwich) were dearer 
by 15 and 8°5 per cent. respectively. The averages of 
the quotations for potatoes on the London and Bir- 
mingham markets showed increases of 16 and 12 per 
cent. respectively. English and Irish beef and 
American green bacon were all slightly cheaper. Scotch 
mutton and Wiltshire smoked bacon were cheaper by 
about 6 per cent. and 7 per cent. respectively. 


Among industrial materials, one description of pig 
iron and several descriptions of steel were from 2 to 7 
per cent. dearer. Durham furnace coke was dearer 
by nearly 9 per cent., and two descriptions of coal 
(Yorkshire hards and Notts best small nuts) were 
dearer by 3 and 10 per cent. respectively. Of the non- 
ferrous metals included, copper solid drawn tubes, 
copper wire, and brass sheets were dearer by from 8 
to 15 per cent., and refined nickel showed an average 
increase in price for the month of 24 per cent. All the 
descriptions of cotton yarns, cotton cloths, raw wool 
(Southdown tegs or ewes) and wool yarns which are 
included in the index but are not quoted in the table 
were dearer by from 8 to 18 per cent. Linen yarns and 
raw silk were dearer by 7 and 10 per cent. respectively:

FINLAND 
RECIPROCAL TRADE WITH GREAT BRITAIN 


In 1928 Finnish imports from Great Britain 
amounted to 449 per cent. of her exports to that 
country, in 1929 to 37:4 per cent., in 1930 to 34 per 
cent., and in the first half of 1931 to 25°2 per cent. 
This growing disparity between exports and imports 
has created a great deal of comment in _ both 
countries,* writes the Commercial Secretary to H.M. 
Legation at Helsingfors. 

The export industries of Finland are themselves 
greatly concerned at the state of affairs, and are 
beginning more and more clearly to realise that reci- 
procity is the best security for retaining a good, and 
indeed an essential, customer. Articles to this effect 
are appearing frequently in the Press from the leading 
exporters, and in general it may be said that the export 
industries of Finland, anxious on such subjects as 
Dominion Preference, and the butter, timber, paper, 
etc., markets, are very strongly in favour of buying 
from their best customer, Great Britain. Evidence is 
increasing that the exporters are not willing to content 
themselves with expressing a commendable aspiration 
to this effect, but are prepared to take active steps, 
in co-operation with British exporters, to achieve the 
desired result. 

It should not be supposed, however, that it is merely 
apprehension as to the ultimate results of an abnor- 
mality in the practice of give and take that is worrying 
the Finnish exporter; he is also keenly alive to the 
justice of the case, and the Finn in general is strongly 
imbued with a feeling of sympathy towards Great 


Britain. Apart from the English language—which is 
becoming continually more widely known at the 


expense of German, particularly among the younger 
generation—every aspect of English life and culture is 
arousing more and more interest in this country. 

So much has been said on the subject of prices and 
credits that repetition seems futile, but business will 
never cease to be influenced by these considerations. 
In justice it must be said that Germany has been sell- 
ing many lines of goods in Finland at prices with which 
British manufacturers could not with the best will in 
the world conceivably compete. That methods of 
marketing, however, could be greatly improved is a 
point that is generally admitted. It is satisfactory to 
find British manufacturers and exporters taking a 
renewed interest in the Finnish market, and in many 
cases enquiring into the market for the first time, and

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no efforts to enter or retain the market at the moment 
will prove to have been wasted when business 
improves. 

Two or three delegations representing individual] 
trades in the United Kingdom have recently visited 
Finland and have returned home favourably impressed 
and wise to a multitude of considerations of which they 
had previously had no conception. They found their 
visits well worth while. The Commercial Secretary ig 
very strongly in favour of more and more similar visits 
from the representatives of individual trades; they wil] 
be well received here; the cost of such visits cannot 
conceivably be large; and it is impossible for the most 
hard-working agent or the most conscientious Com. 
mercial Secretary or Consul to create so vivid an im- 
pression of the difficulties to be encountered and the 
opportunities to be seized, as a personal visit from a 
group of experts, who know all the potentialities and 
limitations of the trade. Often such visits give entirely 
fresh ideas for the manufacture of quite new lines of 
goods, which are well within the scope of the trade in 
question. 


TREND OF FINNISH FOREIGN TRADE 


Up to the middle of 1929 foreign trade grew rapidly 
in bulk, imports owing to the increased consumption 
during the boom, and exports owing to continual ex- 
tension of plant by the export industries to supply the 
srowing demand for their goods. This increase in 
exports, however, was insufficient to counterbalance 
the abnormally large imports, the excess of which 
created an extreme shortage of money, with the result 
that an economic crisis began in Finland in the middle 
of 1928, before the general world depression. 

The diminished purchasing power of Finnish markets 
subsequently reduced imports, and, by the time that 
the shortage of money was relieved by foreign loans, 
Finland was already affected by the world depression, 
with the result that the value of imports fell still 
more. The position was further affected by alterations 
in the Customs Tariff adopted partly on a protectionist 
basis and partly for revenue purposes. 

The export trade, however, remained lively for a 
longer period and achieved a new record in 1929, and a 
further factor in Finland’s favour was that the price 
of import goods sank more rapidly than that of export 
goods. Thus the quantity of imports declined by 
8-8 per cent. in 1930 over 1929 and of exports by 
10°3 per cent., but the price dropped by 17:7 per cent. 
for the former against only 6°3 per cent. for the latter. 
The total turnover of foreign trade dropped by 5:8 per 
cent. in 1929, by 20-7 per cent. in 1930, and by 
28-4 per cent. in the first six months of 1931, compared 
with the same period of 1930. The balance of trade 
has developed from a record excess of imports during 
the boom to a record excess of exports during the 
depression. 


Import TRADE 


Imports in 1929 still exceeded all years except the 
record year 1928; it was not until 1930 that they sud- 
denly dropped—though in the last quarter of the year 
imports of groceries, oils, cereals and several other 
commodities temporarily increased on account of im- 
pending tariff increases. The decline was particularly 
large in respect of agricultural products, mainly m 
consequence of good crops in 1929 and 1930, while the 
reduced imports of raw materials and machinery were 
due to slackness in industry, and of iron goods and 
building materials to the cessation of activity m™ 
construction. 


Vehicles.—Imports of motor cars, lorries, motor 
cycles and cycles have all declined during the last three 
years, the decline being most noticeable in respect 0 
ears. Great Britain continues to maintain her position 
as the leading supplier of motor cycles, though in 1929 
and 1930 the proportion imported from Great Britain 
fell. There is growing favour for motor cycles of higher 
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horse power. About 40 per cent. of the total number 
of motor eycles registered are British. 

Coal and Coke.—The recent decision of the Diet that 
Government institutions, including railways, should 
use, us far as possible, domestic wood fuel is likely to 
have a noticeable effect on coal imports. Poland con- 
tinues to be Great Britain's most serious competitor, 
although the latter’s position in the market has im- 
proved during the last two years. For coke the demand 
has increased, but imports of British coke have fallen 
off in favour of Westphalian, which is offering serious 
competition. 

Textiles.—Imports tor the first six months of this 
year show a shght improvement, but the market is 
extremely dull and orders for autumn delivery indicate 
that imports for the year will show a further decrease 
compared with last year. All countries have been pro- 
affected by the decline. Imports of 
woollen piece-goods have also dropped considerably, 
though those trom Great Britain have not declined so 

in comparison. The present position of the 
market is much the same as for cotton piece-goods. 
Germany continues to be the chief supplier.

Wearing Apparel.—Protective duties on the iain 
items falling under this heading, i.e., of wool and of 
other materials (not silk) are chiefly responsible for the 
drop in the imports during the last three years.

Import TRADE PROSPECTS 


Import trade depends to an important extent on the 
state of the money market, and attention is called in 
this connection to the financial section of the Commer- 
cial Secretary's Report. The balance of foreign 
payments is improving as a result of the favourable 
trade balance, and Finland will doubtless negotiate 
foreign bond loans as soon as conditions for so doing are 
favourable. As soon as funds are available, it is ex- 
pected that considerable sums will be spent on develop- 
ments requiring large imports of foreign goods. 

The entire telephone system of the country has to be 
reorganised, involving expenditure of hundreds of mil- 
lions of Finnish marks, and plans have already been 
drawn up with this object; a new road construction 
scheme has recently been published, which involves 
some 685 million F.marks; and building activity in 
Helsingfors is already becoming more lively. 

Restricted production, falling prices and severe com- 
petition are adverse factors for a favourable develep- 
ment of exports, but it is expected that paper and pulp 
exports will maintain their level reasonably well. Apart 
from the general depression, Soviet competition and, 
latterly, the crisis in Germany, are the most serious 
considerations in the future of Finnish exports.

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It will be seen that, as regards material for treatment 
at the refineries, there is a tendency for the supply of 
crude petroleum to decrease, but the decrease is more 
than offset by an increase in other kinds of petroleum 
products treated, the total throughput in 1930 being 
7 per cent. greater than in 1925. 


The percentage of liquid products to total throughput, 
which was 93-4 in the year 1925, has fallen steadily from 
that figure to 84-4 in 1980. This decrease is largely due 
to the fact that in recent years increasing quantities of 
heavy fuel oils have been treated at refineries for the 
production of asphalt and pitch. It is interesting to 
note that the output of home-produced lubricating oil 
has shown a steady and substantial increase over the 
whole period.

Imports AND HomE PropvuctTion 


The extent to which the refinery output disclosed by 
the information thus made available meets the country’s 
requirements is indicated in some measure by the fol. 
lowing statement, which shows for Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland the import and export trade, the 
home production and the balance retained in the years 
1927 to 1930. As regards the share which retained 
home-produced supplies of the three principal products 
provided of the total home requirements, motor spirit 
showed a variation between one-sixth and rather more 
than one-quarter; kerosene a variation between one- 
sixth and nearly one-third; while fuel and Diese! oil 
showed a proportion of about two-fifths for each of the 
four years.

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AUSTRALIA 


TARIFF BOARD’S ANNUAL REPORT 


The board of Trade have received a copy of the 
Annual Report of the Australian Tariff Board for the 
year ended June 30, 1931. The Report is arranged 
under two main headings, the first of which contains 
statistical and other information relating to the activi- 
ties of the Board during the year; the other is divided 
into a number of Sections embodying the Board’s 
general observations. The Section containing a review 
of the recommendations made by the Tariff Board on 
Tariff revision references reads as follows :— 


In its last Annual Report the Board made reference 
to the Tariff proposals introduced into Parliament 
during the year covered by such Report. Several addi- 
tional proposals were introduced during the year now 
under review, providing for alterations to the Customs 
and Ixcise Tariffs. The primage duty of 2} per cent. 
imposed on July 10, 1930, was increased to 4 per cent. 
on November 6, 1930, and by Resolution introduced 
into Parliament on July 10, 1931, it has been further 
increased to 10 per cent. with certain exemptions. 
The imposition of primage duty was obviously designed 
as a means of increasing receipts from Customs 
revenue, 


During the year covered by this Report the Board 
has concentrated, so far as practicable, on references 
received from the Minister in respect of items included 
in the Tariff proposals in order that as many reports 
as possible might be available when the Customs Tariff 
is being debated in Parliament. The Board has also 
included in its enquiries some of the more important 
references in connection with goods not included in 
any proposal, it being considered equally important 
that reports in regard to these should also be available. 


The 85 reports submitted by the Board on requests 
or proposals for increased duties during the year dealt 
with in all 116 Tariff Items or Sub-items. In the case 
of 65 of these Items or Sub-items the rate of duty had, 
at the time of the Board’s Inquiry, been increased by 
Tariff Resolution. Although these increased rates 
operated on and from the date immediately following 
the introduction of the Resolution into Parliament, 
they are ‘‘ Proposals ’’ and do not become law unless 
and until they are ratified by Parliament. The 
remaining 51 Items or Sub-items had, at the time of 
the Board’s Inquiry, not been included in any 
tesolution. 


In the case of 24 of the 65 Items or Sub-items in 
respect of which the increased rates had been provided 
in Resolutions, the Board recommended the adoption 
of the proposed rates. In two cases the Board recom- 
mended rates higher than the increased rates embodied 
in the proposals, while in another instance fixed rates 
were recommended as alternative to the increased ad 
valorem rates in the proposal. In 11 instances the 
Board recommended rates which, although representing 
an increase in those provided in the Customs Tariff 
1921-30, were not so high as the rates provided in the 
proposals. In 27 instances it was recommended that 
no increase be made in the rates in the Customs Tariff 
1921-3 

As to the 51 Items or Sub-items which had not been 
included in any proposal, in fourteen of these increases 
in the rates in the Customs Tariff 1921-30 were recom- 
mended. while in the remaining 37 the Board recom- 
mended against any increase in such rates. 


In view of the fact that the Tariff Board found it 
necessary to recommend against the granting of in- 
reased duties in a number of instances, a general 
statement of the main reasons (ten in number) for the 
recommendations made (accompanied by illustrations 
of typical cases dealt with) is set out in the succeeding 
Section of the Report so as to give some indication of 
the principles which cuide the Board in its considera- 
tion of requests or proposals for revision of the Customs 


Tariff. 
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I'he next Section is headed ‘‘ The Tariff Habit,’’ and 


its text is reproduced below :— 


In the course of the enquiries conducted by the 
Board during the year under review, there has not 
been lacking evidence of the tendency of some manu- 
facturers to turn to the Customs Tariff for assistance 
without first making reasonable efforts to increase 
their production by other means available to them. 
The fact that other manufacturers had received assist- 
ance through the Tariff appeared to be the motive that 
prompted some to apply for very high duties. In some 
instances where manufacturers did not actually seek 
increased duties, they appeared before the Board to 
support proposals for such duties. It cannot be too 
plainly stated that the Board in dealing with requests 
for duties will continue to thoroughly investigate the 
efficiency of the plants and methods of production of 
the applicants and those supporting the requests. The 
Board will also take into consideration the extent to 
which the industry is natural to Australia. The chief 
factor that will ultimately count in the recovery of 
Australia from the present difficulties is reduced costs 
of production on the part of both the secondary and 
primary industries. These difficulties will never be 
overcome by simply raising the duties under the 
Customs Tariff. The danger of too much Tariff assist- 
ance lies in the development in industry of a sense of 
dependence upon Governmental assistance rather than 
in the promotion of earnest effort to self-reliance and 
maximum of efficiency. 


DANGER OF PROHIBITIVE DUTIES 


In a further Section of the Report headed ‘‘ Danger 


of Prohibitive Duties ’’ the Tariff Board states that, in 
dealing with requests for the imposition of new or in- 
creased duties, it has sought to ascertain the protec- 
tion which, if imposed, would be justified by the value 


to 


Australia of the industry when established. The 


Board expresses the view that excessive duties are 
dangerous in that they may shelter industry unduly 
and tend to lack of efficiency or to undue profit. They 
also tend to encourage the establishment of plant over 
and above what is actually justified by the market 
available, to eneourage the local production of 
certain goods the manufacture of which in Australia 
under existing conditions is so costly as to make pro- 
duction uneconomic, and to seriously disrupt trade 
venerally. The Board holds that the community in 
ceneral.is best served by the imposition of a duty suffi- 
cient to enable an efficient manufacturer to develop his 
business and secure the trade. This method tends to 
promote efficiency and economic production, and is 
much less disruptive in its operation than are 
prohibitive duties. 


Economic READJUSTMENT 


The Report also deals with the economic readjust- 


ment in Australia and its reaction on Tariff making. 
In its Annual Report of 1930 the Tariff Board pointed 
out the serious fall in the prices of Austrahan export 
commodities, and stressed the necessity for a reduction 
in the cost of manufactured products to meet the re- 
duced spending power of the community. In the pre- 
sent Report the Tariff Board states that the necessity 


for 


the 





this adjustment has become more obvious during 
year. 

The Board realises that certain factors are working 
against price reduction. The necessity for finding 
more revenue has forced Governments to impose higher 
taxation, including primage and sales tax, which is 
seriously adding to costs. Moreover, the fall in 
demand has reduced output and increased overhead 
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costs. These and other factors have worked against 
the price reductions which are so necessary. 

While the Board realises that serious difficulties con- 
front the local manufacturer in his efforts to quote 
lower selling prices, it is none the less essential that 
such reductions be made for the simple reason that 
only by this means can production be maintained. 

It is frequently argued that a reduction in the Tariff 
would not reduce prices and that this can be done only 
by reducing local costs. The Board has full knowledge 
that very many manufacturers base the prices of their 
commodities, not on the price of imported goods but on 
the cost of production. The Board knows that many 
protected industries sell their goods at prices well below 
those of imported goods, after paying duty. Further- 
more, the Board realises that many manufacturers are 
making strenuous efforts to reduce prices still further. 
This downward trend of prices is, however, sometimes 
checked by reason of an increased cost of an essential 
raw material of an industry, due to the operation of a 
high duty imposed in the hope of building up another 
industry that can only function by selling its products 
at a seriously added cost to the manufacturer using 
them. 

Under the inflated conditions brought about by pre- 
vious heavy borrowing, the cost of sustaining un- 
economic industries passed largely unnoticed. This 
cannot escape prominence any longer. The Tariff 
Board is strongly of the opinion that the period of 
deflation through which Australia is now passing when 
reductions in the earning of both labour and capital 
are being forced upon all, demands a systematic review 
of the Tariff in order to ascertain to what extent 


natural industry can be resuscitated by a reduction of: 


duties on essential plant or materials. At the present 
time more than at any other in the history of Australia, 
it is essential to examine the incidence of the Tariff as 
it reacts on the productive capacity of the community. 
[f uneconomic industries are being maintained at too 
vreat a cost, it must tend to retard other more natural 
industries, whether primary or secondary. 


In the concluding Section, the Tariff Board empha- 
sises that the contraction of the local market for manu- 
factured goods makes it essential that a serious attempt 
should be made to greatly extend the manufacture of 
products for export. The Board’s comments upon the 
situation in this regard include the following .— 


Naturally any action that might be taken to reduce 
the more oppressive duties would assist not only the 
primary industries but also those secondary industries 
which are seeking an export market. However, any 
steps in this direction would need to proceed slowly, 
for if hasty action were taken the disruption due to a 
reduction in duties might aggravate unemployment. 
The Board suggests that the urgency of the present 
position demands other action more capable of imme- 
diate result. The protection at present resulting from 
the operation of the exchange position covers the direct 
labour costs of most secondary industries which export 
their products. With this assistance the development 
of the export trade of the natural and efficient 
secondary industries should surely be capable of expan- 
sion. The Board suggests that the export trade could 
be greatly increased if the manufacturers of articles 
for export could be given special consideration in 
regard to the supply of raw materials and by a modifi- 
cation of the industrial conditions. 

The Tariff Board considers that it would be well 
worth while to give immediate consideration to the 
possibilities of action somewhat on the following 
lines :— 

(1) The allocation of the idle or only partially used 
plant in Australia for the manufacture of com- 
modities suitable for and capable of export. 

(2) The granting to manufacturers of goods for 
export of access to the most suitable raw materials, 
of Australian production where such are available, 
but whether Australian or imported the price to be 
not above the cost on a duty-free basis. 

(3) The modification of the industrial laws in such 
a way as to make specialised production for export as 
economical as possible. 

(4) The exercise of special] supervision to assure 
that both capital and labour make equal sacrifices, 
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that is, to ensure that manufacturers who are given 

the special advantages do not use them to make 

undue profits. 

It would be necessary to select industries for the 
products of which there is an overseas market that 
would not be likely to be closed by the imposition of 
dumping legislation.

CONTROL OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE IN 
AUSTRIA 


H.M. Representative at Vienna now reports that the 
Austrian National Bank, in agreement with the 
Federal Ministry of Finance, has announced a further 
modification of the law for the regulation of foreign 
exchanges. 

According to this new regulation, firms whicli have 
received from the Chambers of Commerce concerned 4 
certificate that they are predominantly engaged in the 
export or transit trade may dispose freely of the foreign 
exchanges and balances notified in accordance with the 
provision reported in paragraph 2 (d) of the ‘ B.T.J.- 
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ANNOUNCEMENTS—C ontinued 


of October 22 (page 516), without special permission 
from the National Bank, for the purchase of raw 
materials or of transit goods. Further, such firms may 
dispose freely for the same purpose of any payments for 
export in foreign currency placed to their credits in 
Austrian or foreign banks. 


The firms concerned are to keep accounts of all such 
payments and to submit these accounts, together with 
the receipts, to the National Bank at the end of 
October and quarterly thereafter. The banks will have 
to keep a record of these transactions. 


The ‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt ’’ Stiick 38, contains De- 
cree No. 809, amending the previous Decree, No. 
306, regarding foreign exchange transactions (second 
Devisenverordnung). The chief alteration affecting 
the interests of British subjects is that foreigners resid- 
ing in Austria will not have to report and offer to the 
National Bank their private balances abroad which are 
not connected with their business here. On the other 
hand, the express permission for local firms (branches 
of foreign firms) to deal freely with balances abroad 
arising out of transit trade is not contained in this 
Decree.

EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS IN 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
Further to the information published in the 


“ B.T.J.’’ of October 22 (page 516) the following points 
may be of interest :— 

(1) Authorised banks’ dealings in foreign exchange 
in the ordinary course of business are limited to 100,000 
crowns without special sanction. 

(2) Payments up to 20,000 crowns can be made by 
banks without special sanction. 

(3) Travellers are forbidden to take out of the 
country a sum exceeding 10,000 crowns in any one 
month in Czechoslovak or foreign currency. 

(4) Postal remittances up to 10,000 crowns by one 
person may be made daily. 


A further measure of October 16 required declaration 
by October 31 to the National Bank by any resident in 
Czechoslovakia of any foreign currencies or foreign 
securities acquired after October 2 and deposited 
abroad. This does not apply to claims not exceeding 
20,000 crowns. The Bank is required to notify its 
decisions within 15 days as to its intention in regard to 
acquisition. 


Exporters are required to attach a special! declaration 
io the documents accompanying export consignments. 
The Customs will certify on these declarations that ex- 
portation has been effected and will transmit them to 
the control section of the Ministry of Finances. 


CONTROL OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
IN FINLAND 
The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at 


Helsingfors has reported that, owing to the dearth of 
foreign currency, the Bank of Finland and the Com- 
mercial Banks have agreed to supply foreign currency 
at present only for the most urgent needs. A definite 
formula has not been adopted and each bank is free to 
pursue the policy it finds suitable in so far as its own 
currency reserves and its own customers are concerned. 
Where banks have to purchase foreign currency from 
the Bank of Finland the latter will decide in each indi- 
vidual case. The general rule would seem to be that 
currency is granted only for purchase of foodstuffs and 
taw materials for industries, and, as far as possible, 
lor bills falling due. More drastic restrictions appear 


to be in contemplation.

CONTROL OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE IN 
GERMANY 


The Commercial Counsellor at Berlin has recently 
forwarded a Report on the effects of the exchange re- 
strictions and the ability of importers to obtain currency 
for the settlement of foreign accounts. 


From this it appears that, by virtue of the various 
currency decrees that have been issued, the German 
Government has obtained the very widest powers to 
control the purchase and export of foreign currency and 
the transmission abroad of marks. 

A state of affairs has been created which is familiar 
from the days when import and export control existed 
in Germany, only now, instead of controlling the goods, 
the means of paying for them are controlled, which, in 
effect, is exactly the same thing. The policy of the 
German Government, as stated explicitly and re- 
peatedly by its members, is to limit imports to the 
utmost, and the foreign currency decrees are framed 
with this end in view. Naturally, such vague instruc- 
tions as only to admit imports which are ‘‘ economically 
justified ’’ are interpreted differently by each official, 
and it is uncertainty as much as actual refusal which 
interferes with imports. 

The situation is, therefore, extremely confused, and 
difficulties are being experienced by importers of United 
Kingdom goods in obtaining permission to purchase 
sterling for the purpose of paying for them. 


Pouicy REGARDING LEGITIMATE IMPORTS 


It is, however, stated that ‘it is not the intention of 
the German Government at the present time to inter- 
fere with legitimate import, but that individual trans- 
actions must be carefully scrutinised in order to avoid 
breaches of the regulations. 


Applicants have been told that they must purchase 
German goods, and in some eases definite refusals have 
been given to requests both for permission to purchase 
sterling and also to open fresh mark accounts in the 
names of foreign firms. Foreign firms possessing ac- 
counts with German banks are, however, allowed to pay 
marks into such accounts. 

On the other hand, the German authorities have ad- 
vised firms that no difficulty will arise in obtaining 
sterling in respect of goods which cannot be manu- 
factured in Germany. 

Under the terms of the latest decree it is only per- 
mitted to remit up to 200 R.marks monthly to England. 

Previously general permits to buy exchange were 
issued to firms who received certificates from their local 
Chamber of Commerce that they were regularly engaged 
in foreign transactions. These permits are withdrawn 
as from October 8. In leu general permits are to be 
issued, valid for a calendar quarter, which will show the 
maximum amount of foreign exchange which may be 
drawn in each calendar month. 


REICHSBANK CONTROL OF DEVISEN 


In connection with the steps being taken by the 
teichsbank to secure control of all devisen, it is under- 
stood that the Bank has issued a circular to its branches 
declaring its willingness to finance bills for exports to 
the same extent as formerly, so that the exporter may 
dispose of his devisen at a definite rate of exchange 
against Reichsmarks without being involved in any 
exchange risks due to delays. 

The Reichsbank has, further, declared its willingness 
to discount at the official bank rate exporters’ drafts on 
foreign customers, which are drawn for the purpose of 
obtaining outstanding accounts due within a period of a 
fortnight to a month and which have not been for- 
warded to the client for acceptance. These drafts 
must, however, be submitted through the bankers of 
the exporter. 
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ANNOUNCEMENTS—Continued 
EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS IN GREECE 


As a result of a Decree Law of September 28 and a 
Decree of October 8, foreign exchange can only be 
purchased in Greece for remittance abroad when in- 
tended for commercial purposes and with the authority 
of the Exchange Committee. Banks will act as agents 
for the Bank of Greece in Exchange transactions 
making a daily settlement. Rates are fixed by the 
Bank of Greece. Deposits in foreign currencies are 
only redeemable in drachmas except in special cases 
with the authority of the Exchange Committee. Local 
transfers from one person to another are forbidden. 

Bills of lading and bills of exchange in hand before 
September 28 could be collected freely up to Octo- 
ber 10, after which date special permit has been 
required.

A Decree of the Ministry of Finance was published 
in the Madrid Gazette of October 10 authorising the 
Minister to lay before the Cortes a project of law to 
reform Article 1 of the Banking Law of January 24, 
1927. This Article deals with the functions of the 
Bank of Spain.

THE SWANSEA DIVISION 


The Report for 1930 of Mr. T. Ashley on the inspection 
of mines under the Coal Mines Acts in the Swansea Division 
has been published. This Division includes the Counties of 
Carmarthen and Pembroke and part of the Counties of 
Glamorgan and Brecon. 


The total tonnage of minerals raised during the year was 
13,113,000, all but 20,000 tons being coal. Compared with 
1929, the output of coal fell by almost half a million tons. 
The average number of persons employed was 42,093, of 
whom 42,482 were underground workers. 


The Report contains a detailed review of the accidents, 
and considerable space is devoted to accidents from falls of 
ground and methods of preventing them. In his general 
remarks, the Inspector deals with the use of devices for 
trapping the dust produced by compressed air drills when 
driving hard headings, the provision of lights for horses, 
rescue organisation, first-aid arrangements and _ other 
subjects.

WEATHER AND CROPS 
The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, Cal- 


cutta, reports as follows on the season and crops for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL AND MONSOON 


Calcutta, November 9.—During the week ended Novem- 
ber 8 rainfall was nearly general in Mysore on two days and 
in Konkan, the Central Provinces, Berar, Chota Nagpur, 
Orissa, the Madras Presidency and Upper Burma on one 
day. Rainfall was fairly widespread in Bengal on one day. 
The weather was dry in North-East India at the beginning 
of the week, but persistently disturbed conditions in the 
Bay induced a strong flow of monsoon current, causing a 
spell of gloomy, wet weather in Bengal and Bihar and Orissa 
during the rest of the week. 

The monsoon began weak in June, was active in July, 
very strong in August and normal in September. 


Crop CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 
Madras, October 31.—Rainfall has been heavy in parts of 
the Circars and Carnatic and moderate in the centre and 
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south of the Presidency. The condition of standing crops 
is fair. 

Bihar and Orissa, November 2.—It has rained in Bhagal- 
pur, Gaya Purnea and Ranchi, but there has been no rain 
elsewhere. Rainfall has been heavy in parts of Hazaribagh. 
Standing crops, including sugar cane, are in_ good 
condition. 

Punjab, November 2.—The weather has been dry except 
for light rain in parts. American cotton has been damaged 
by bollworm in Shahpur, Lyallpur and Multan.

Pods ripen- 
ing quickly, harvesting should proceed normally in Novem- 
ber. Shipments per steamer during October, 5,598 tons, 
as compared with 12,300 tons average for the last four 
years. Tonnage arriving by rail at Accra and Takoradi in 
October, 2,450 and 2,750 respectively, as compared with 
average for the last four years, 7,100 and 4,700. Decrease 
in prices in some localities has caused quick selling; in some 
localities growers’ tendency to delay marketing in anticipa- 
tion of further rise.

NIGERIAN TEXTILE IMPORTS IN JULY

£7,758); dyed, £13,593 (U.K. £10,649); other grey, 
£1,019, all from the United Kingdom; printed, £18,098

£238, all from the United Kingdom, while silk velvet 
imports amounted to £238, of which Germany and the 
United Kingdom supplied £132 and £92 respectively.

BRITISH MOTOR CYCLE TRADE PROSPECT: 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Emb: assy at Warsaw 
reports that he has made enquiries among representatives 
of the trade as to the prospects of increasing the sale oj 
motor cycles in Poland in consequence of the depreciation 
of the sterling exc ‘hange; these conversations are sup. 
marised as follows: --- ; 

it will be remembered that the United Kingdom plays g 
leading part in this branch in Poland: English machines 


are well introduced, they have a good name, and were 
cheaper than those of other countries; moreover, United 


Kingdom exporters have adapted themselves to the wishes 
of the buyers and have agreed to conduct business on a 
credit basis. The only serious competitors were the United 
States and Belgium. The first-named’s machine was 
mostly introduced in Government departments, such as the 
Army and the Post Office, but since the manufacture of 
motor cycles has been started in Poland and the Government 
has ceased purchasing imported machines, this clientéle has 
been lost; this American machine is little known 
the public in general, and its price was considerably highe 
than that of United Kingdom machines. The Belgian 
machine was more competitive in price, and its sale has 
been steadily increasing.

Now that the price of United Kingdom machines, in 
terms of zloty, has been reduced by about 18} per cent., 
corresponding to the depreciation of the pound, and having 
regard to the fact that the United States and Belgium 
have not departed from the gold standard, it is considered 
that there should be a larger demand for British machines, 
hut this advantage will hold good on the assumption that 
United Kingdom prices will not be increased.

Nevertheless there is a market for cotton dress goods of 
British manufacture in the United States, and it is one 
rhich is well worth perseverance. American official statis- 
sdo not classify in any great detail the various types of 
nported finished cotton fabrics entering the United States, 
ut in 1930 goods classified as ‘‘ cotton cloth, dyed, printed, 
' woven figured ’’ were imported to a total value of 
83,490 dollars. Of this sum imports from Great Britain 
mounted to 2,537,322 dols., the next countries of import- 
nee being France with 759,495 dols. and Switzerland with 
14,730 dols.

FRANCE—BRAZIL 


PROVISIONAL PROLONGATION OF 
COMMERCIAL MODUS VIVENDI 


In April last it was announced in the press that France 
had given notice to Brazil to denounce. as from Septem- 
ber 10, the modus vivendi which had governed Franco- 
Brazilian commercial relations since 1900. 


rhis step was stated to have been taken in consequence of 
increases made in the Brazilian Customs Tariff, which had 
resulted in a considerable falling off in French exports to 


Brazil. 


The Board of Trade are now informed that, by an 
Exchange of Notes which took place on September 9, 
France has agreed— 

(1) to maintain, until December 10, the existing com- 
mercial tariff on Brazilian products ; 


(2) to repeal the Decree of May 8 doubling the Customs 
duty on Brazilian cocoa and meat. 


Brazil on the other hand has agreed— 

(1) to repeal the 25 per cent. increase in consumption 
duty on foreign wines imposed in January, 1931: 

(2) to reduce the duties on woollen yarns above 90 
metric count to the rates in force prior to 
April 15 last; 

(3) to reduce the duty of 120 milreis per kilog. on 
therapeutic sera to the former rate of 15 per 
cent. ad valorem. 


The Parties have agreed in the meantime to open nego- 
tiations with a view to the conclusion of a new commercial 
agreement, under which France hopes to secure further 
concessions in regard to the Customs duties on woollen 
yarns and tissues entering Brazil. 

The necessary Decrees have already been issued imple- 
menting the undertakings given in the Exchange of Notes 
(see notices in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of October 1 (pages 421-2) and 
October 22 (page 529) ). 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—CHILE 
EXCHANGE OF NOTES 


The Board of Trade are informed that an Exchange of 
Notes took place on September 28 between the United 
States of America and Chile whereby 


(1) the United States have agreed to extend to the com- 

| merce of Chile the same advantages which are 
given to any other State (except special treatment 
accorded to Cuba and the Panama Canal Zone). 
These advantages will include Customs duties and 
other fiscal imposts, as well as import licences and 
measures of Customs restriction ; 


(2) Chile will concede to the commerce of the United 
States the treatment which it applies to the most- 
favoured-nation and will give it, from May 22 
last, the reduced tariffs which are, by virtue of 
the modus vivendi with France signed on that 
date, applied to merchandise produced in France. 


The arrangement is provisional, and is to remain in 
force pending the conclusion of a new Commercial Treaty 
hetween the Parties, but each Party has the right to 
terminate the arrangement at any time on giving fifteen 
days’ notice in advance.

AUSTRALIA 


DUTY ON CORRUGATED AND/OR 
GALVANISED SHEETS 


The High Commissioner for Australia has received advice 
from the Department of Trade and Customs, Canberra, 
that the Commonwealth House of Representatives in Com- 
mittee on September 17, 1931, passed Tariff Item 145, with 
an added proviso. The Item now reads as follows :—

CANADA 
EXPORT OF GOLD 

Memorandum No. 464, issued by the Canadian Depart- 
ment of National Revenue on October 21, announces the 
issue of an Order-in-Council, dated October 19, which pro- 
hibits the export of gold coin, gold bullion or fine gold 
bars, except under a licence issued by the Minister of 
Finance or by someone designated by him to act on his 
behalf. Such export licences will be granted only to a 
Canadian chartered bank. The prohibition is effective as 
from October 19, 1931, until March 1, 1932, unless sooner 
amended or rescinded. 


CLASSIFICATION OF ANTHRACITE 

According to Appraisers Bulletin No. 3747 issued by the 
Department of National Revenue on October 8, it has been 
ruled by the Department that anthracite coal in rice size 
or grade, sometimes known as Buckwheat No. 2, and in 
larger sizes and grades, is classified under Tariff item 586, 
being, therefore, duty free under the British Preferential 
Tariff. Anthracite coal in barley size or grade, sometimes 
known as Buckwheat No. 3, and in smaller sizes or grades, 
is classified under Tariff item 588. The duty leviable under 
Tariff item 588 is 35 cents per ton (2,000 Ibs.) under the 
British Preferential Tariff. 


SPECIAL OR “ DUMPING” DUTY 

With reference to the notices in the ‘ B.T.J.”’ of 
October 29 (page 551) and November 5 (page 583) respect- 
ing regulations under the Canadian Order-in-Council of 
October 23 respecting special or ‘‘ dumping ’”’ duty on 
imports from Great Britain entitled to entry under the 
British Preferential Tariff, H.M. Senior Trade Commis- 
sioner in Canada has furnished the following further 
explanatory information on the matter which he has 
received from the Customs Department, Ottawa. 

1. The average value of the pound sterling as declared 
by the Department of National Revenue for 15-day periods 
(such declared value is 4°37 dollars for the period Novem- 
ber ] to 15) applies only when the selling price of the goods 
is in sterling and the amount to be paid in Canadian 
dollars is undetermined at the time of entry. In such ease. 
subject to what is stated below in paragraph 3, the special 
duty payable is equal to the difference between the home 
market value of the goods at the date of shipment, con- 
verted into dollars at the rate of 4-40 to the pound sterling, 
and the selling price in sterling converted at the declared

average rate in force at the date of entry of the goods jp 
Canada.* 

2. When the selling price is in sterling and the amount 
actually to be paid in Canadian dollars is known at the 
time of entry of the goods, the special duty payable (subject 
to what is stated below in paragraph 3) is the difference (if 
any) between the home market value at the time of ship- 
ment, converted at the rate of 4-40 to the pound sterling 
and the actual amount payable in Canadian currency.* — 

3. When there has been an advance in the home market 
value of the goods between the date of order and the date 
of shipment, the home market value at the date of the 
order, converted at the rate of 4-40 dollars to the pound 
sterling, is taken for the purpose of calculating special 
duty in the circumstances described in paragraphs 1 and 2 
above, 


[Nore.—This applies also to the case of the levy of 
ordinary dumping duty when the selling price in sterling 
is less than the fair market value for home consumption— 
see footnote,* In event of an advance in the home gop- 
sumption value of goods between the time of their pur. 
chase by the importer in Canada and the date of their 
export to Canada, the invoice may be annotated :— 


“The difference between the values in the two 
columns on this invoice is accounted for by fluctuation 
in the market wwalue between date of purchase and 
date of shipment.”’ 


The invoice should show the date of purchase and the 
home consumption value on that date, as the Appraising 
Officer must satisfy himself as to the fluctuation by requir- 
ing the production of such information. ] 


GAMBIA 
EXPORT DUTY ON GROUND NUTS 

The ‘‘ Gambia Government Gazette (Extraordinary) ” 
of October 22 contains an Order (No. 13 of 1931), made 
by the Governor-in-Council on October 13, 1931, and 
passed by the Legislative Council on October 22, 1931, 
reducing the export duty on ground nuts from 20s. to 10s. 
per ton of 2,240 Ibs. net weight, provided that where the 
Receiver-General is satisfied that the ground nuts were 
pulled before September 1, 1931, the duty shall be 20s. 


IRISH FREE STATE 


DRAWBACK OF DUTY ON SUGAR, ETC. 
COMPOSITE GOODS 

Notice No. 30a, issued by the Revenue Commissioners of 
the lrish Free State, states that drawback is payable on 
the due exportation as merchandise or shipment for use as 
ships’ stores of any goods in the manufacture of which in 
Saorstat Kireann any of the following articles have been 
used, viz.:—Sugar, molasses, glucose, saccharine, dried 
fruit, imported cocoa preparations, imported oatmeal, 

Such drawback is equal in amount to the duty paid on 
the quantity of each of the above-mentioned articles which 
is shown to the satisfaction of the Revenue Commissioners 
to have been used in the manufacture of the goods. 
Certain articles of a similar nature to those enumerated 
above are not entitled to drawback, viz.:—Imported sugar 
goods which have been charged with duty on importation 
under Section 15 of the Finance Act, 1924, or Section 21 
of the Finance Act, 1925 (e.g., condensed milk, jams, jellies, 
etc.); raw cocoa, cocoa husks or shells and preparations 
wholly manufactured therefrom in Saorstaét Eireann; home 
manufactured oatmeal. 

The procedure which should be followed by exporters in 
the Irish Free State desiring to claim drawback in respect 
of the various classes of goods is set out in the Notice, 
copy of which may be seen by British traders interested 
on application to the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, 8.W.1. 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON HYDROCARBON LIGH! 
OILS 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded copy of a Resolution introduced by the Minister 
for Finance on November 6 increasing, with effect from 
the same date, the Customs duty on imported mineral

increased duty applies to all mineral hydrocarbon light oils 
imported into the Irish Free State on or after November 6, 
1931, and to all such oils imported into the Irish Free State 
before November 6, 1931, and landed in the Irish Free 
State on or after November 6, 1931. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES (PROVISIONAL 
IMPOSITION) BILL, 1931 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Bill cited 
as the ‘‘ Customs Duties (Provisional Imposition) Bill, 
1931,’’ introduced into the Irish Free State Parliament by 
the Minister for Finance on November 4. The principal 
provisions of the Bill are contained in Section 1, the full 
text of which is as follows :— 

‘“].—Whenever the Executive Council is satisfied, on 
the report of the Minister for Industry and Commerce, that 
the immediate imposition or variation of a Customs duty on 
any particular description of goods is necessary to prevent 
an expected dumping of goods of that description or an 
expected importation of goods of that description, in either 
case arising out of financial or other events in other 
countries and occurring in circumstances which would 
occasion industrial injury, the Executive Council may— 

‘“(a) if no Customs duty is then in force in respect of 

goods of the said particular description, by order 
impose, whether with or without qualifications, 
restrictions, or exemptions, aCustoms duty of such 
amount as they think proper to specify in such 
order on all goods of the said particular descrip- 
tion imported into Saorstat Eireann on or after 
a day (not being prior to the day on which such 
order is made) specified in such order and (if the 
Executive Council thinks fit so to specify) on all 
goods of the said particular description landed 
in Saorstat Eireann on or after the said day; or 

‘(b) If a Customs duty is then in force in respect of 

goods of the said particular description, by order 
vary, in respect of goods imported into Saorstat 
Eireann on or after a day (not being prior to 
the day on which such order is made) specified in 
such order and (if the Executive Council thinks 
fit so to specify) in respect of goods landed in 
Saorstat Eireann on or after the said day, the 
said Customs duty in all or any of the following 
ways, that is to say, by increasing the rate of the 
said duty by such amount, or by imposing such 
conditions cr restrictions or by terminating such 
exemptions as the Executive Council shall in each 
case think proper to specify in such order.”’ 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Dublin reports that the Bill 
was enacted on November 5 in the form in which it was 
introduced.

CUSTOMS AND EXCISE TARIFF 
MODIFICATIONS

Government Notice No. 614, published in the ‘‘ Govern- 
ment Gazette ’’ for October 9, prohibits the importation 
into Southern Rhodesia, except by the Government, of 
Tracer bullets, ‘‘ Rocket ’”’? cartridges, or any other bullets 
or cartridges which are, or may be, incendiary in effect.

EGYPT 
EXPORT OF EGGS 

The Egyptian Ministry of Finance (Department of Com- 
merce and Industry) have notified the establishment in 
Egyptian ports of offices to control the exportation of eggs 
and to inspect, at the request of exporters, 5 per cent. of 
eases for export. Such inspection will take into account 
(a2) number, (b) quality, and (c) classification (by weight 
per thousand). 

The offices commenced to function on November 1 last. 


GERMANY 
CUSTOMS DUTY ON PIGS AND MEAT 


By a Ministerial Order, dated April 30, 1931, increased 
Customs duties were provided for on imported pigs and 
certain meat from May 10, 1931, to October 31, 1931 (see 
the ‘‘B.T.J.’? of May 7, 1931 (page 612)). By a Presi- 
dential Order, dated October 29, 1931, the period during 
which the increased duties are to be levied has _ been 
extended to March 31, 1932. 


HUNGARY 


IMPORT OF CARBON DISULPHIDE 


H.M. Legation at Buda-Pest has forwarded copy of a 
Decree (No. 5620/M.E, of October 17) which provides that 
carbon disulphide (Tariff No. 447) destined exclusively for 
use in vineyards may, until further notice, be imported 
into Hungary free of duty under permit from the Minister 
of Finance in conjunction with the Minister of Agriculture.

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EXPORT OF HOOFS, CLAWS AND HORN 
WASTE 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Budapest 
reports that by virtue of a Decree (No. 127,687/1931), dated 
October 27, the export duty hitherto payable on hoofs, claws 
and horn waste (ex Tariff No. 188) exported from Hungary 
has been suspended until further notice. 


ICELAND 
IMPORT PROHIBITIONS 

H.M. Consul-General at Reykjavik has forwarded trans- 
lation of a Regulation, dated October 23, which prohibits 
the importation into Iceland of the goods set out in the list 
below. Import licences may, however, in certain circum- 
stances, be issued. A Committee of Importation is set up 
to deal with applications for licences, but licences cannot 
be granted for goods marked in the list with an asterisk, 
except with the approval of the Ministry of Labour.

CONTROL OF FOREIGN TRADE 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Tehran 
teports that, under the Persian Trade Monopoly Law of 
february, 1931, the following goods, hitherto prohibited, 
may now be imported against an export of wheat or 
barley :—-wood and beams destined for building and repair- 
ing ships and small craft; boards for industrial use; essences 
destined for the manufacture of soaps. 


PERU 
EXPORT DUTIES 

The Board of Trade have received copy of a_ recent 
Peruvian Decree-Law (No. 7168) modifying the duties 
levied on the export from Peru of petroleum and vanadium. 
The duty on petroleum and its derivatives is fixed at 
even shillings (instead of 3-50 soles) per metric ton, and 
the duty on vanadium ores, mechanical concentrates and 
netallurgical products at 22 U.S.A. dollars (instead of 45-29 
sles) per metric ton. 

The provisions granting exemption from export dutv for 
petroleum used on ships, ete., are abrogated. 


SPAIN 
IMPORT PROHIBITION 


he ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for November 1 contains a 
Decree, dated October 30, which prohibits, provisionally, 
the importation into Spain of coco fibre, whether unworked 
recut, bleached or dyed.

URUGUAY 
CERTAIN IMPORT DUTIES INCREASED 
As was notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of October 1 (page 425), 
the recent Uruguayan Budget Law gave the Government 
power to apply a duty of 48 per cent. ad valorem (plus sur- 


taxes) to imported goods of kinds manutactured in 
Uruguay, including goods in the ‘‘ Raw Materials ”’ section 
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of 48 per cent. ad valorem, plus the usual 


seilles, etc., soap, tomato sauce, electric fires, refrigerators, 
etc., furniture frames, shoe polishes, various tiles, liquid 
gum, envelopes and many other kinds of stationery, 
bandages, some musical instruments, etc. The Decree also 
applies a duty of 31 per cent. ad valorem, plus the usual 
surtaxes amounting to 14 per cent. ad valorem, to certain 
“Raw Materials,’ including liquid ammonia, glycerine, 
soap for scouring wool, degras, glue, dextrine, sulphuric 
acid, agricultural tools, etc. Further details of the goods 
affected may be obtained from the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 

The new duties are to come into force sixty days after 
the date of the Decree, unless enforced previously by 
Parliament. 


YUGOSLAVIA

spACE AT OLYMPIA AND CASTLE BROMWICH 


Space in the Olympia (London) Section of the British 
Industries Fair continues to be let rapidly. Already 936 
(rms have applied for 276,334 square feet. In six of the 
trade groups at Olympia there are already more firms than 
exhibited in the Fair last February and the total area 
reserved is In excess of the figure for the same date last 
year’. 


THE BIRMINGHAM SECTION 


The history of the British Industries Fair in Birming- 
ham has been one of steady progress since it was first 
held there in 1920. The Birmingham Section, which is 
organised and controlled by the Birmingham Chamber of 
Commerce under the auspices of the Department of Over- 
gas Trade, is fortunate in having at Castle Bromwich, 
within easy reach of the city, a permanent exhibition 
building, easily the largest single hall in the country, 
which can be added to whenever more space is required, 
and adjoining land, which not only affords room for future 
extensions, but allows of outside exhibits of plant too big 
for the stands and of vast car parks and easy approach 
roads for the convenience of visitors. 

Extensions made this year for next February’s Fair 
over three acres, and bring the total inside letting space 
to 250,000 square feet, or more than three times the space 
ocupied in 1920. In all there will be 13 acres of space 
within the buildings at Castle Bromwich, and there are 
still 30 acres of ground available for future extensions. 
This year’s extensions, including new kitchens and dining 
rooms, have cost £20,000.

The groups consist of hardware, the largest of all; heat- 
ing and cooking; gas; building and decoration; metals; 
al; cycles and motor cycles—a small section started this 
yar; heavy engineering, machinery and foundry group; 
dectricity; and quarrying and roadmaking, a new section 
which has grown out of the exhibition held every two years 
by the Institute of Quarrying. 

There are outside exhibits of certain heavy equipment 
and machinery, and here such things as mechanical 
excavators or concrete mixers can be seen under working 
conditions.

Steam and motor road rollers 
‘weighing up to 13 tons) and other intensely interesting 
machinery used in the construction of modern highways and 
public works undertakings will be displayed before visitors. 

The Exhibition is held under the auspices of the Public 
Works, Roads and Transport Congress. At this important 
gathering well over a thousand surveyors and road 
engineers, representing local authorities throughout the 
United Kingdom, as well as many leading cities abroad, 
will meet to discuss the various aspects of work coming 
within their purview. 

Never before have so many firms taken part in the 
Exhibition, and there have never been so many new ideas 
put forward for improved road conditions, giving a greater 
degree of safety to motorists and pedestrians. 

It is gratifying to learn that Great Britain is regarded 
by other countries as the most enterprising in the develop- 
ent of all types of machinery used in roadway construction, 
and it is anticipated that, with the steadying influence of 
the political situation, coupled with the exchange advan- 
tages, a greatly increased number of orders will be placed 
by municipal authorities abroad.

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for British trade abroad; general conditions pre- 
vailing in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles 
abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; methods of distribution and 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; firms at home engaged in particular lines of busi- 
ness; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods; 
firms or individuals considered suitable to act as represen-
